| Inventors ‘Says’ Danger 
Long. Known—-Has Caused. 
» Several: Deaths Before. 





Herbert. Fuson of 516 Grier Ayende, 
Elizabeth; N.° J., died in a. strait- 
Jacket -violently insane. at ‘Reconstruc- 
tion Hospital yesterday morning, the 
fifth victim of the deadiy tetraethyl lead 
fumes generated in the ‘Standard- Oil 
plant. at Elizabeth, N. J., where the 
tetraethyl lead was being added to gas- 
oline to ingregse its efficiency. 

The gasoline thus treated: with tetra- 
ethyl Idad was barred. from New York 
City as a public meface by resolution 
éf the Board of Health yesterday, and 
similar:.detion was .taken in various 
perts of New Jersey. 

Thirty-six persons were under treat- 
ment or observation in hospitals and 
eight in their homes yesterday because 
of exposure to the gas. With the five 
dead, this made a total of forty-nine 
persons who had been placed in the 
peril of this insanity-producing  sub- 
stance. 

In an official statement yesterday the 
Standard Oil Company of New Jersey 
denied that the _ poison which had 
wrought this havoc was a ‘‘mystery 
gas.’“and ‘said that its qualities were 
well known. It was admitted that it 
was known that this gas had collected 
14 ha: previous toll of death and jnsanity 
t0*"! before the forty-nine employes were ex- 
posed to it At the Elizabeth plant. This 
plant continued to be élosed yesterday,

Although the perils inyolyed In making 
the lead-gasoline were admitted by the 
Standard Oil Company yesterday, it de- 
nied that such perils existed in the. use 
of. this gas._in automobiles. Such gas- 
oline,; greatly diluted, is in use in more 
than 10,000 filling stations: and garages 
and no ill effects have thus far been 
reported, according to the Standard Oil 
Company. -Acting on information. that 
this product was dangerous, however, 
the health authorities of this city barred 
it yesterday. Dr. Yandell Henderson of 
Yale, whose opinion the action of the 
gas on human breathers was sought by 
the’ manufacturers “and then rejected, 
asserted that the absence of reports of 
injury due to breathing this gas in au- 
tomobile exhaust fumes was no indica- 
tion that those fumes were .not danger- 
ous. He said that this poison was so 
insidious that the breakdown in health 
might occur long after the breathing of 
the poison,-so that insanity or, mildér 
symptoms might not. be connected’ with 
the true cause, 

Thirty-two of the .employes of the 
plant. were at .the Reconstruction Hos- 
pital yesterday. Some.of them have de- 
veloped no symptoms: at all and were re- 
moved. to the hospital only as a pré- 
caution: :

headaches,”’ said Dr. C. K. Flint, house 
Physician of the hospital. ‘‘Others have 
some mental disturbance.

Reavis’s motion because it was based 
almost entirely on the argument that, 
if tax payments were made public, pér- 
sonal privacy would be invaded. No 
specific damage Was claimea. 

‘There obviously are no property 
rights involved-in an income tax return 
proper,”’ Judge Westenhaver said. 
‘“‘After the return is made, it. belongs to 
the Government and is a part of the 
public records. 

Likens Them te Personal Taxes, 


“I can see nothing more: improper in 
the disclosure of income tax payments to 
the United States Government than of 
personal taxes to the county or State. 
Certainly the income tax iB not on any 
higher’ plane.” ~~ 

The Judge pointed: out that the proper 
tribunals. shouldbe, invoked. to 
what the Government had in mind, but 
declared that In the Reavis action he 
could. find; nothing in the statutes to 
confer or imply the right of privacy as 
to’tax payments.

BRITISH CONSERVATIVES IN 
POWER. | 

A day of fog and rain was the set- 
ting fora British election which most 
observers described in advatce - as 
apathetic. If the thing that happened 
yesterday is apathy, every political 
party in Great Britain will henceforth 
pray for a similar display of inertia 
in the future. The figures show that 
néarly two: million more voters turned 
out on Wednesday than im the election 
of last Decémber. | What ‘happened 
was that’ the British “people “were 
stirred so deeply that {t dispensed | 
with outward signs of its. emotion. 
The Conservative’ Party has ridden 
into a long tenure of power on a wave 
of. anti-socialism* which “has engulfed, 
for the time being, the party of Guap- 
STONE, RoseeERY “< CAMPBEL-BaNn- 
NERMAN. 

The Conservative strats in the 
new House is now indicated at very 
close to 400.. Labor ‘will get off with 
thie loss of something less than forty 
Seats. The Liberals Will havé Jost 110 
seats, or two-thirds of their strength 
in. the last: Parliament. An indicated 
Conservative majority of fearly “180 
over all opponents is just twice their 
majority of two years ago. It 1s not 
Much less than the famous Coalition 
majority. secured by Lioyp Gzonam in 
the Khaki election of 1918. Yet stich 
arethe anomalies of the-electoral situ- 
gtion that this. huge Conservative ma- 
jority still stands for a niinority of 
about a million votes in ‘the nation. 
Fortune loaded 4ts dice heavily. in 
favor of Mr, Batbwin's followers. 
The popular vote at the moment of 
writing is made up of Conservatives 
7,000,000, Labor 5,000,000 and Liber- 
als 3,000,000. "From this it follows 
that. the Conservatives have won a 
seat for every 18,000 votes, Labor one 
for every 35,000 votes and.the Liber- 
als one for every 75,000 votes, 

This is a pertinent commentary on 
all predictions regarding the death of 
this or that party.. It is a poor land- 
slide that does not work, after a while, 
both ways. .In 1906 the Liberals won 
376 seats, against 130 Conservatives 
and 54 Laborites.

Labor was the close ally of Liberalism, 
and in the offing there were 83 Irish 
Nationalists. - Actually. Sir HEnrr 
CAMPBELL - BANNERMAN had behind 
him ‘more than 500 votes in a House 
of 670. members.

In a letter sent out to various local 
police departments throughout the State, 
Commissioner Stoeckel . suggests strict 
enforcement of the’ law pertaining to 
headlights.

REBELS ADVANCE IN BRAZIL. 


Two Groups Move’ in Pian to Cut 
South From Federal Control. 


BUENOS AIRES, Oct. -30.—The Bra- 
zilian revolutionists are in complete con- 
trol in the Western part of the State of 
Rio Grande do-Sul, and their forces 
ate pushing eastward, accordihg to 
dispatches\from the Argentine-Brazilian 
border. 

The dispatches add that the plan of 
the rebels is eventually to octupy the 
State capital at Porto Alegre and take 
over the State Government, and then to 
cooperate with the Sao Paulo rébéls in 
ah effort to separate Southern Brazil 
from the control of the Federal Gov- 
ernment at Rio Janeiro. 

The Sao Paulo rebels, who for some 
time have been in control in the West+ 
ern part of-the State of Parana, are 
reported to be moving again. The Rio 
Grande do. Sul rebels, according to the 
dispatches, are seizing bank funds, They 
also. have issued a manifesto, signed by 
Juarez Tavora, the Rebel Military Gov-
